Contracts for 1814 delivery already are
belng made, while big forelgn orders for
delivery this year are going begging. Since
Beplember, L153,066 tons of steel ralls have
been orderad, of which 114,180 tons are for
United States rallroads, the rest golng to
Romala and other countries,

Agtihta of France and Italy will piace
blg orders for shrapnel steel for dellvery
in the first throe months of 1916 within
& short time. Ingquiries have been made
for more than 260,000 tons of billets, bars
And blooms for war materials. The
French Government agonts are attempt-
Ing to close for 50,000 tons of forging bil-
lata for delivery this year, at Pittsburgh.
